WASHINGTON, D. C., May J7.— 


Congressman Rogers yesterday made 
a forceful speech in the house urging 
non-partisan legislation and calling on 
the members of congress to bear in 
mind that this is the time when con- | 
structive work should be done by con- 
gress and tha± all needless criticism 
should be eliminated, lie . reminded 
them that it was the time for con- 
structive and not destructive work 
and that both republicans and demo- 
crats should work side by side in their 
efforts to win the war, 
and

that congress fully support the ad- 
ministration in the conduct of

war. 
At the conclusion or bis speech 


Mr. Rogers was warmly congratulat- 
ed by leaders of the house on both 
the democratic and republican sides. 


Mr. Rogers said: 
"I am going to depart from the very

NEW YORK, May 7.-A German of- 


fensive of terror against the civilian 
population of France and Italy was 
described yesterday by Henry P. Davi- 
son on his return from a 12,000-mile 
tour of inspection ol Red Cross work 
abroad. 
He is chairman of the Ked 


Cross war council ;ind comes back to 
inaugurate the drive for 1100,000,000. 


"The outstanding feature of Gernian 


methods at the present time," he said, 
"is the 
effort 
to terrorize 
women, 


children and old men at home. While 
the German troops are making their 
drive 
on the 
front, 
airplanes 
are 


bombingr, nearly every night, 
towns 


behind the lines, with the deliberate 
purpose of terrorizing civilians. 


"The purpose of 
th« fight behind 


the lines is to break down the morale 
of the civilian population to such a 
point that they will importune their 
governments lor peace. 


"It is the most dastardly, unright- 


eous, cruel, devilish plan which could 
be conceived. 
It is based 
upon the 


theory that 'the killing of four chil- 
dren out of five will induce the moth- 
er to implore her government to have 
the war stopped that her fifth child 
may live. 


"It is carried on from the English 


channel to the Swiss border and from 
the Swiss border to the Adriatic, and 
has resulted in the maiming of thou- 
sands of women and .children, and the 
driving of hundreds of thousands of 
terror-stricken 
people 
from 
their 


homes to wherever they might seek 
refuge. 


"All of this is accompanied by the 


most active possible propaganda, espe- 
cially in Italy, designed 10 deceive the 


rienco 
with 
German terrorizing 
of 


civilians from the air at night.

persons were killed and houses were 
demolished by a German airplane, 
which had stolen through a barrage 
and (lew as low as 300 feet. American 
ambulance men busied themselves at 
rescue work and the airplane returned 
and bombed them.

convince Mr. Davison that "America is

"I do not mean to suggest that, con- 
gress should go out of business in

In the fram- 
ing of its legislation it should use 
the utmost care. In appropriating, in 
raising revenue, its responsibility 
no less than in times of peace. In 
supervising the actions and expendi- 
tures of the executive, it 
can 
and 


Should play a most useful and indeed 
essential part. In criticizing, if it be 
the right kind of criticism, it can ren- 
der inestimable service. 
"Just a word upon the propriety of 


criticism of the administrative branch 
by the members of congress. It would 
be a sorry day for the country if all 
criticism ceased. 
In my judgment 


many of the most serious defects of 
warmaking 
in 
Great 
B.ritain 
and 
France have been overcome as the di- 
rect result of criticism, and often of 
very caustic criticism. Many of the 
wisest changes of 
war 
policy have 


been the outcome of 
such criticism. 
But the criticism in which we indulge 
in these great and solemn war days 
must be constructive and not destruc- 
tive. I am frank to say that 1 have 
myself more than once indulged in 
adverse comment. But I can honestly 
say that whenever I have done so. I 
have spoken only after searching my 
heart to know that my purpose was 
smgle-mindedjy 
patriotic. 
I 
have 


spoken out in an anxiety to build 
and not to tear down, to construct 
and not to destroy. I have always 
asked myself the question whether my 
\vord of criticism would do more good 
than harm. If I were not sure I have 
kept silent. 
"I have sought to remember that to 


err is human. I have reminded my- 
self that, to paraphrase the words of 
Dr. Johnson, the United States, when 
transforming itself from a nation at 
peace to a nation at war, is like a dog 
•walking on its hind legs—we wonder, 
not that it does not do it better, but 
that it does it nt all. Of course there 
have been 
mistakes—grievous 
mis- 


takes, in the management of the war 
by 
the 
democratic administration. 


But as a republican I let my 
mind 


wander back just twenty years to the 
last foreign war waged by the United 
States. A republican administration 
ivas then in power and conducted the 
•war. Were there no mistakes madeV 
Not Among Carping Critics 


"No man, I think, can question my 


republicanism. But 
I am not, and 
never will be. among the carping crit- 
ics of the men who are, as our chos- 
en representatives, carrying on 
the 


war. and who, I believe, are doing th,e 
very best 
they can. My sympathies 


go out to President M'ilson and those 
associated 
with 
him 
in authority. 


Theirs is a frightful burden of re- 
sponsibility. Of course they will make 
mistakes. That 
is 
inevitable. But 


unless our criticism 
viewed 
in 
the 


b.roadest possible way, will certainly 
improve and not retard, unless it be 
wisely 
patriotic, 
constructive 
and 


helpful, unless beyond peradventuro it 
tends to the attainment of the great 


• goal—a victorious and a lasting peace 


—it had better remain unuttered. 


"We are in a great tug of war in 


xvhich the destinies, not only of 
the 


United States, but of the entire world, 
depend upon the ability of men of all 
political parties 
to 
put 
patriotism 


above party and to pull together un- 
til the final victory is won. when the 
horrors of war shall no longer torture

to repair the grievous crimes commit- 
ted a'gainst its own present and fu- 
ture, and against that of Europe and 
tho whole human race until It is rep- 
resented by different men with a dif- 
ferent mentality. 
To tell the truth, 


it Is mere justice that Its reputation 
throughout the whole world is as bad 
as it Is. 


"The triumph of Its methods would 


constitute a defeat for the Ideas and 
the supreme hopes of mankind. 


"As a man and as a German who 


desires nothing but tho welfare of tho

In the first place, the local boards, 


commonly 
known 
as the exemption 


boards, are to have charge of regis- 
tration, and in the cities, at least, the 
registrars of voters 
are to be elim- 
inated. 


The new regulation 
provides that 


hi every division which is wholly in- 
cluded within the limits of a, city, the 
local board shall do the work'of reg- 
istration. If there are two or more 
divisions within a city, each of the 
boards 
shall 
register 
those 
living 


within its own jurisdiction. 


In 
divisions which 
include 
more 


than one municipality, the local board 
i.s to have charge of registrations in 
the city or town in which its head- 
quarters is located; 
iu other towns 


within the division, the work 
will 


probably be done by the registrars of 
voters, 
as before, 
except that they 


will be subject to the supervision of 
the local exemption hoard.

If she did all her victories would hrlng 
her but shame, dishonor, and, finally, 
disintegration and death."

'am Montag, another blunt appeal to 
the kaiser: 
"We must without delay show the

' "The kaiser and his immediate coun- 
icillors must be made aware of this if 
they do not already realize it. Then, 
if tiiey fail to act, the most terrible re- 
'.sponsibility for what may befall will 
;fall with crushing

their 


shoulders." 
'And Harden 


Maximilian Harden and Dr. Nauman 


sound the same warning. 
The Ebortleld Froo Press looks ahead 


to the day when future generations 
jreilect calmly on the wanton butchery 
for which Germany' is responsible and 
says: 
••Germany will emerge 
from 
this 


war without any really dependable al- 
:lies In the east and southeast. 


"The question that faces 
us 
is: 


Whence shall we procure tho political 
friendships without which not even 
the strongest nation can continue to 
live? 
"We must admit once for all that 


on friendship in the west we can de- 
pend even less than we can in the 
east. The only thing, therefore, that 
may still be possible for German pol- 
icy to do will be to prevent this war. 
on the very day of the conclusion of 
peace, from resolving itself into mere- 
ly postponed enmity."

Perhaps the most interesting docu- 
ment is a, statement 'which recently 
was given publicity here, signed by 
Dr. Wiihelm Jluhlon, former director 
of tho Krupp works. It follows: 


"Since the days of 1917 I have aban- 


doned all hope as regards the present 
directors of Germany. 
"Our offer of peace without indi- 


cation of our war aims, the accentua- 
tion of the submarine war. the de- 
portations of Belgians, tho systematic 
destruction in France and the torpe- 
iloing of English hospital ships have 
^n degraded the governors of the Ger- 
man empire that I am profoundly con- 
vinced that they are disqualified for- 
?ver for the elaboration and conclu- 
sion of a sincere and just agreement. 


'The German people will not be able 


:o repair the grievous crimes commit- 
ted a.galnst its own present and fu- 
,ure, and against that of Europe and 
:he whole human race until it is rep- 
resented by different men with a dif- 
ferent mentality. To tell tho truth, 
it is mere justice that its reputation 
:hroughout the whole world Is as bad 


; It Is. 
"The triumph of Us methods would 


constitute a defeat for the Ideas and 
(he supreme hopes of mankind. 


"As a man and as a German who 


Vslrnn nothing but the welfare of the 
lecclvcd and tortured Gorman people, 


turn away definitely from the present 
epresentatlves of tho German regime, 
kud- I have only onn wish—that 
all 


ndepcndcnt men may do tho same, 


and that many Germans may under- 
stand and .act."

registrars of voters 
are to be elim- 


inated. 


The new regulation provides that 


in every division which Is wholly in- 
cluded within the limits of a city, the 
local board shall do the work of reg- 
istration. 
If there arc two or more 


divisions within a city, each of the 
boards 
.shall 
register 
those 
living 


within its own jurisdiction. 


In 
divisions

than one municipality, the local board 
is to have charge of registrations in 
the city or town In which its head- 
quarters is located;

dence in their president. That has 
been the effect of some of the investi- 
gations already projected by the mili- 
tary committee of 
the senate. The 


president in addition to conducting 
the war against Germany lias had 
continually to fight a lot of pro-Ger- 
man critics—yellow dogs is the latest 
term—and 
Chamberlain, 
Hitchcock 


and Brandegee are among the. num- 
ber. Brandegee of Connecticut is one 
of the most radical, bitter and poison- 
ous of all. So far as he has gone he 
is worse than either Stone or La Foi- 
lettc in their most pro-German out- 
breaks. They opposed the declaration 
of war, but now we are in the war, 
and Brandegee is making assaults up- 
on the president and the administra- 
tion that are well calculated to give 
aid and'comfort to the enemy. 
More- 


over the investigation as 
proposed 


tinder the Chamberlain resolution ap- 
pears to be a veiled attempt to take 
out of the hands of the president the 
power given him by the constitution. 


The framers of the constitution, as 


Hon. Charles E. Hughes has Well ex- 
plained, foresaw the delay and dam- 
age to the nation that might result 
from divided councils in case of emer- 
gency when it is necessary to have 
one man represent the nation and act 
for it, whether the question be peace 
or war. That is why the president of 
the "United States is given supreme 
power. Those who call him autocrat 
or kaiser because ho exercises the au- 
thority of the entire nation, should 
study the constitution of the 
United 


States, and study also what liberty 
means and how the necessary precau-' 
lions against traitors and treason make 
imperative a curtailment of 
popular 


liberty during war. No patriot will 
chafe under these restraints knowing 
thai they are for their country'.s good, 
but there arc United Stales senators 
Who by their utterances in the senale 
become the mouthpieces of the 
na- 


tion's internal 
enemies. From 
such 


sources, then, emanates this demand 
for a general investigation of the war 
which would lay bare to the enemy 
"just what we are doing, how we are 
doing things, what our fuluro. plans 
arc, wherein we are weak and where 
strong—all points that are ot supreme, 
importance to Germany, the very kind 
of information she pays big money to 
obtain — indeed 
if 
Branriegec 
and 


Chamberlain were in the pay of Ger- 
many, they could not render 
much 


better service than they are giving 
through their assaults upon the ad- 
minislralion and their agitation for 
general investigation of the war.
